ULTIMATE Outdoors will open 
a new store at Merry Hill next 
Saturday, creating around 80 
jobs. 

The firm, part of the JD Sports 
group, is taking over the old Kiddi- 
care shop which has been empty since 
September last year. 

Bosses have begun recruiting full and part- 
time workers for the store, which will welcome 
its first customers on May 23 as part of a special 
promotional weekend. 

Positions available at the shop, which sells a 
range of outdoor clothing, equipment and ac¬ 
cessories, include sales advisors, cycle techni¬ 
cians and cafe staff. 

Work is under way to refurbish and fit out 
the premises ahead of the store’s opening day. 

Rob Pickersgill, marketing manager at intu 
Merry Hill, has welcomed the new store and 
the jobs boost for the centre. 

“We’re very excited for the opening of Ulti¬ 
mate Outdoors, another great boost to the cen¬ 
tre in what has been a very successful first year 
as intu,” he added. 

Bosses at Ultimate Outdoors say they are 
planning a promotional weekend to mark the 
opening of the new store at the Brierley Hill 
complex, which will include special offers and a 
climbing wall in the car park. 

Improvements 

Ultimate Outdoors also sells online and has 
a store in Preston. It is opening a branch in 
Nottingham too. 

In 2014 the business was acquired by JD 
Sports Fashion pic and was re-launched in its 
new location in Preston. 

The 41,000 sq ft Merry Hill site was one 
of five Kiddicare baby and nursery specialist 
stores bought by JD Sports last year. 

Kiddicare closed its Merry Hill branch with 
the loss of 100 jobs along with nine other 
stores. It had opened in October 2012 in the 
former Best Buy premises. 

But there have been new jobs created at 
Merry Hill since Kiddicare shut. Around 30 
positions were available at the Simply Be and 
Jacamo shop. 

Merry Hill owner Intu, which took over the 
shopping centre last spring, announced in Feb¬ 
ruary it was aiming to spend £20 million on 
improvements to the shopping centre over the 
next three years, expanding stores and intro¬ 
ducing new restaurants. 

It wants to reduce the number of smaller 
shops at the complex and use the space to en¬ 
large its bigger stores, hoping to encourage ex¬ 
isting tenants to take more space and to attract 
other big names to the centre. 

Money is also being invested in the area 
around the shopping centre with Centro in¬ 
volves in schemes to improve transport and 
pedestrian and cycle routes.

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Thief crashed BMW into a police van 


A PROLIFIC offender who crashed 
into a police van while escaping for 
pursuing officers has been locked up 
for a year. 

David Flavell narrowly missed pe¬ 
destrians - including children - while 
driving across an area of grass to get 
away in a stolen BMW convertible on 
Good Friday, April 3, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Police saw the 32-year-old, who 
had 33 previous convictions involving 
137 separate offences, in Bridgnorth 
Road, Stourbridge. 

He was seen getting into a car that 


had been taken during a burglary in 
Worcester on March 31. 

Flavell ignored an instruction from 
police officers to get out of the vehicle 
and instead drove over the pavement, 
colliding with a police van, said Mr 
Philip Beardwell, prosecuting. 

Pedestrians 

He then sped down Meriden Ave¬ 
nue in the car before cutting across 
an area of grass where pedestrians 
were walking. 

Hhe was able to leave behind pur¬ 
suing police who were stuck in traffic. 


Flavell had also stolen a total of 
£350 worth of food during five thefts 
in as many days from supermarkets 
in Wollaston and Stourbridge. 

The spate of thefts had got under 
way on March 22. 

Seven days before that he had 
dropped a £46 haul of meat and fled 
from a shop in the same area. 

He was caught on CCTV and iden¬ 
tified from the footage by police who 
had arrested him in the past. 

He was then traced and detained 
by police. 

Miss Amanda Jenkins, defending, 


said the dangerous driving had only 
lasted a couple of minutes. She added 
that the defendant had been battling 
with drug addiction for many years. 

Disregard 

Flavell, of Coppice Avenue, Stour¬ 
bridge, admitted six offences of theft, 
dangerous driving, aggravated ve¬ 
hicle taking and also driving when 
banned. 

He was jailed by Judge Nicholas 
Webb, who told him: “You showed a 
total disregard for the safety of other 
road users.” 


Planners to 
look at £3m 
performing 
arts college 

PLANS for a £3 million performing arts 
centre at Halesowen College will go be¬ 
fore councillors next week. 

It is the latest stage of a revamp at the 
site, with £20m being invested in replac¬ 
ing buildings. 

The centre will provide teaching 
rooms and rehearsal space for students 
on music, drama and dance courses. 

The college has been struggling to 
provide enough space for the growing 
number of students taking performing 
arts courses. 

Some currently having to travel off 
campus to use facilities at Benjamins, a 
function hall in the town centre. 

The new complex was due to be con¬ 
nected to other buildings at the Whit- 
tingham Road site by a glass walkway, 
which the college had hoped to use as 
an exhibition space and break area for 
students. 

But fire officers at Dudley Council said 
as the link way would be the main es¬ 
cape route for the block, it would need 
to be left clear, putting a stop to the col¬ 
lege’s plans. 

Revised designs have been submitted 
for a stand alone complex after bosses 
said they would not be able to use the 
glazed walk way as they had hoped. 

Councillors have previously supported 
the scheme - despite dozens of objections 
from people living near the college who 
feared surrounding roads will become 
further clogged with cars. 

A decision will be made on the revised 
plans at a meeting of Dudley Council’s 
planning committee on Monday.

Midwife gets caution 
for accessing records 


A MIDWIFE will not be struck off 
- despite accessing the medical 
records of more than 22 people 
to find out which one of her col¬ 
leagues was pregnant. 

Naomi Fletcher began spying on her 
colleagues’ blood records at Russells 
Hall Hospital when she heard a ru¬ 
mour that one of them was carrying 
a baby. 

The midwife gave herself away when 
she told a co-worker she knew she was not 
pregnant as she had browsed her file. But 
she has escaped a ban following a Nursing 
and Midwifery Council (NMC) hearing. 

Fletcher, who now works at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton, was investi¬ 
gated where it was discovered she had in¬ 
appropriately read through the confidential 
records of colleagues, patients and family. 

Those investigations revealed she had 
accessed the files of 22 colleagues, patients, 
an ex-partner, and members of her own 
family in May and June 2013. 

Fletcher was given a three-year caution 
at the hearing, which she did not attend. 

Fletcher was suspended from duty while 
an investigation was carried out. 

The inquiry discovered that she had en¬ 
tered the names of 19 members of staff dur¬ 
ing one night shift and examined the blood 
records for eight. 

Admitted 

There were other incidents when she had 
done the same, including looking at records 
of her mother, ex-husband, ex-partner and 
her own children. Fletcher admitted the 
charges. 

NMC panel chair Stephen Barker said: 
“The panel acknowledged that Ms Fletcher 
is currently working as a midwife and no 
further issues or concerns have been raised 
since the incidents which occurred in 2013. 

“It accepts that Ms Fletcher has demon¬ 
strated insight into her misconduct and 
remorse for her actions, as evidenced in 
her reflective statement and had regard to 
two positive references from her current 
employers. 

“Ms Fletcher’s misconduct is considered 
to be at the lower end of the spectrum of 
impaired fitness to practice.” 

Fletcher worked at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal from October 2011 to October 2013.

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Three are 
acquitted 
of attempt 
to murder 

THREE young men accused of at¬ 
tacking a man with baseball bat have 
been cleared of attempted murder. 

A jury cleared Kasim Ali, aged 20, 
and two 17-year-old boys, who can¬ 
not be named for legal reasons, who 
were accused of attempting to murder 
37-year-old father Tariq Mahmood. 

They were also accused of attacking 
his 19-year-old stepson Ajmal Choud- 
hary outside the pair’s Dudley home 
in August. Mr Mahmood’s serious in¬ 
juries meant part of his skull had to 
be removed. 

Following a two-week trial, a jury 
found Ali, of Aston Road, Dudley, and 
one of the teenagers not guilty on 
three charges — attempted murder, 
causing grievous bodily harm with 
intent, and assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm. 

The other teenager was found not 
guilty of attempted murder and as¬ 
sault occasioning actual bodily harm. 

After further deliberation, the jury 
found the teenager not guilty of caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm with intent 
but guilty of the lesser charge of caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm. He is due to 
be sentenced on June 5. 

The court heard there had been a 
dispute between Mr Choudhary and 
one of the youths on social media web¬ 
site Instagram. 

Prosecutor Mr Robert Pricetold the 
court that one of the teenagers had 
swung a baseball bat in the direction 
of Mr Choudhary, as his stepfather 
tried to intervene. Mr Ali said he had 
been attacked by Mr Choudhary when 
he visited the house in Hillcrest Road.

Threat to bury pig at mosque site 


THE leader of a far-right group threatened to bury 
a pig on the proposed site of a controversial mosque 
to religiously ‘contaminate’ the ground. 

Britain First leader Paul Golding led 150 protest¬ 
ers through Dudley, where they were heckled by 
locals during the march. 

The group targeted the town to ‘show solidarity’ 
over plans for a large mosque in Hall Street. 

But Mr Golding said: “That mosque has not been 
constructed yet and I can tell you now it won’t be. 

“In previous cases like Seville in Spain, patriots, 
local residents, have buried pigs on the land. Con¬ 
trary to what it says in the Koran, you can’t build 
on swine-infested, contaminated land. 

“We will take that action if necessary.” 


His members chanted ‘Britain First fighting back’ 
and held Union Flags aloft before coming to a halt 
at the borough’s Council House. 

Peaceful 

The protest was largely peaceful, although police 
intervened on a few occasions. 

But some people in the town centre made their 
feelings towards the group clear as they passed, 
telling them to leave Dudley, while some were vis¬ 
ibly upset by anti-Islam speeches that were made 
on Saturday. 

Police made no arrests and Britain First left after 
only a couple of hours. Around 100 officers had been 
drafted in to manage the march. 


A counter demonstration was also held by an¬ 
ti-fascism groups, while a handful of military veter¬ 
ans confronted members of Britain First. 

The roads in Dudley town centre remained open 
during the day and the march did not have the sort 
of negative trade impact the EDL’s protest did in 
February. Dudley Council offered free parking in 
the town centre to encourage shoppers on Saturday. 

Dudley Council chief executive Sarah Norman 
said that Britain First’s visit would have no bearing 
on the ongoing High Court proceedings in relation 
to proposals for a mosque. 

“Britain First can add nothing to the council’s 
discussions in relation to the Dudley Muslim Associ¬ 
ation’s proposed mosque in Hall Street,” she added. 


More needs to be done 
to tackle knife crime 


MORE than half of all knife crime recorded in the 
West Midlands over the last four years remains 
unsolved. 

Blades were used in hundreds of robberies, rapes and 
attacks across the region, as well as in high-profile mur¬ 
der cases such as those of Halesowen schoolgirl Christi¬ 
na Edkins and factory worker Tom Kirwan. 

A Freedom of Information request has revealed that of the 
10,140 knife crimes reported to West Midlands Police between 
2010 and 2014 — 6,231 remain unsolved. A total of 3,909 cases 
were solved by officers in that time. 

The family and friends of victims say more should be done to 
address the problem. 

Jade Elwell, whose 23-year-old fiance Tom Kirwan was 
stabbed to death outside a Wolverhampton nightclub, said: “I 
hope someone can see these figures and realise that it is time to 
do something serious before it is too late.” 

Chris Melia, great uncle of knife victim Christina Edkins, 
said: “The man who killed Christina is now locked up but that 
doesn’t solve the issue for us. He was only at large due to the 
failings of people in the health service and prison service. It was 
a needless death and work needs to be done to ensure this never 
happens again.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Kath Davis, West Midlands Police’s 
chief officer for knife crime, said the possession of blades ‘would 
not be tolerated’. She said: “West Midlands Police has invested 
heavily in campaigns and operations to tackle knife crime across 
the region over the past 10 years, which has led to a significant 
decrease over time in the number of offences recorded. 

Fallen 

“Since 2006 the number of offences has fallen dramatically 
and, despite an increase of around 150 offences between 2012 
and 2014, we are now back on track to see a significant decrease 
in offending over the past year. Currently we are looking at a 
116 fewer offences compared to the same period last year, which 
amounts to a 7.7 per cent decrease. 

“As a direct response to listening to community requests, the 
Police and Crime Commissioner and Birmingham City Council 
launched the knife surrender last year, which we supported, see¬ 
ing eight bins launched across Birmingham and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton to reduce the number of bladed weapons on our streets. 

“This campaign continues alongside significant resources 
ploughed into educating youngsters about the dangers of car¬ 
rying a knife.” 

Tom, a 23-year-old Wolves fan on a night out at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s former Uberra club, was murdered in 2012. It is still not 
known who struck the fatal wound, even though five people 
were locked up last year for their part in a street brawl during 
the lead-up to his death. His 24-year-old fiancee Jade Elwell has 
been campaigning on knife crime ever since. 

Schoolgirl Christina Edkins was killed in 2013 during a mo¬ 
tiveless knife attack on a Birmingham bus. The 16-year-old was 
studying for her GCSEs at Leasowes High School in Halesowen. 
She was murdered by paranoid schizophrenic, Phillip Simelane 
from Walsall. He is detained indefinitely.

Labour clings on to 
power amid Tory gains

LABOUR has retained its 
grip on Dudley Council but 
saw its majority fall as the 
Conservatives increased 
their share of the seats. 

The Labour group now has 38 
seats on the council - four few¬ 
er than before - with deputy- 
leader and finance boss Stuart 
Turner the most high profile 
casualty. 

He lost his spot to former council¬ 
lor leader Anne Millward who was 
ousted from the Gornal seat by Mr 
Turner by just two votes in 2011. 

It was one of five seats won by 
the Tories bringing their total up 
to 25, which Tory leader Councillor 
Patrick Harley said they would con¬ 
tinue build on in future. 

UKIP was unable to add to its 
seven seats and the Green party also 
failed to win anything, meaning it 
remains with one councillor. 

One of the only two independent 
seats on the council turned blue 
with Conservative Jeff Hill taking 
the seat left vacant by retiring coun¬ 
cillor Ken Turner. 

There had been 24 seats up for 
grabs across the borough. 

Mixed 

Council leader Pete Lowe admit¬ 
ted there had been ‘a mixed bag’ of 
results for Labour and said he be¬ 
lieved the Dudley group has been 
‘adversely affected by the General 
Election picture’. 

“I’m pleased we remain in overall 
control of the council but we have 
lost some very good councillors,” he 
added. 

Councillor Harley said he was 
pleased with the gains made. “They 
have been fantastic results nation¬ 
ally and we have had some good re¬ 
sults in Dudley,” he said. 

Conservative Tina Westwood 
was able to secure her father David 
Caunt’s Sedgley seat after he stood 
down before the election. Among 
Labour councillors celebrating was 
cabinet member for health Rachel 
Harris who kept her Brierley Hill 
seat.

He 
remembered the end of the war in Europe as he was 
with his regiment in Wales, having returned from India. 

Mr Willetts, who lives in The Broadway, Dudley, said: 
“The Army took us all on a day out to Tenby to celebrate 
the end of the war. It was wonderful because we knew 
what everybody had gone through.” 

John Deane, 78, of Maygrove Road, Kingswinford, 
joined the RAF in 1955 and was an eight-year-old on 
VE Day. He recalled a bonfire in the street and firework 
display in Laurel Crescent. He added: “It was an atmos¬ 
phere of celebration and excitement. ” 


Grants to 
warm more 
properties 
in borough 

FAMILIES can apply for a share of a 
£164,000 cash pot to help keep their 
homes warm. 

Dudley Council has received the 
funding from the Government’s Fuel 
Poverty Health Booster Fund. It can 
be used to have new central heating 
boilers installed, loft and cavity wall 
insulation and draught proofing fit¬ 
ted. 

To apply for the funding people 
must live in Dudley borough, own 
their home, be in receipt of certain 
benefits and have a member of the 
household that has a long term health 
condition.

“We are thrilled to receive this 
funding from Department for Energy 
and Climate Change, it will have a 
real impact for some of Dudley’s most 
vulnerable residents to help them 
achieve an affordable warmer home.”

Staff offer a home 
visit where they will discuss heating 
and insulation measures, grants avail¬ 
able and qualifying criteria for the 
free funding.

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Hundreds of 
jobs may go 
at hospitals 
to save £ 16 m 

MORE than 200 jobs face are at risk 
at San dwell’s hospital trust during 
the next 12 months, as part of plans 
to slash more than £16 million from 
the wages bill. 

It’s the next phase of wider plans by 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals Trust to cut around 1,400 posts 
over five years. 

Bosses are looking to scrap 205 
‘whole time equivalent’ positions by 
March 2016 but say around 260 work¬ 
ers are expected to be affected by the 
move. 

A consultation is under way and 
it’s hoped that a ‘significant’ number 
of the posts can be cut by redeploying 
staff or not recruiting for vacant roles. 

The trust, which runs Sandwell 
Hospital and City Hospital, has al¬ 
ready redeployed 150 workers to other 
roles since first announcing its plans 
last year. 

Despite looking at reducing its pay 
bill, the hospital trust has vowed to 
continue investing in more A&E con¬ 
sultants and nurses. 

A report by chief executive Toby 
Lewis, which went before directors of 
the trust’s board, says: “A statutory 
consultation process will commence 
for affected staff groups. Circa 260 
staff will be affected by the changes 
proposed. A significant amount of 
posts will be released through the 
disestablishment of vacant posts and 
re-deployment.” 

The plans will reduce the trust’s 
pay bill by £16. lm. 

It comes after NHS inspectors 
declared that Sandwell and West

Nearly 300 homes on way at old quarry 


NEARLY 300 homes will be built on a disused quar¬ 
ry in the Black Country under a 30-year blueprint 
to transform the site. 

A huge waste management facility would also be 
built on the site of the Edwin Richards Quarry in 
Rowley Regis, if the scheme goes ahead. 

FCC Environment is leading the project to trans¬ 
form the quarry, which has lain dormant for more 
than ten years. 

The firm claims it is offering a ‘realistic and deliv¬ 
erable restoration’ of the site. 

It is hoped the homes will be built by the begin¬ 
ning of the next decade but the overall project could 
take up to 30 years. 

It would also inlcude a mjaor waste facility site 


and gas utilisation plant, plus a waste vehicle depot 
would also be built. 

The company hopes the quarry will eventually be 
turned into a green space for use by residents. 

Regenerate 

The proposed development would regenerate the 
land and provide an extension forf Rowley Regis, 
bosses add. 

The 281 homes would be built on the southern 
end of the site. 

FCC said it was not ‘practical, sustainable or de¬ 
sirable’ to leave the site as it is. 

In a statement, it said: “The site as it stands pre¬ 
sents health and safety management issues in terms 


of public access and has limited end-use to the wider 
public.” 

A design and access statement submitted with the 
plans stated: “The new homes will create a cohesive 
neighbourhood that will be well connected to, and 
integrated with, existing residential areas and can 
take advantage of local services in the immediate 
area, at Lion Farm and in nearby Blackheath cen¬ 
tre. 

“The scheme will enable the phased delivery of 
high-quality market homes with local play areas, in¬ 
formal open space and sustainable urban drainage 
systems, creating a landscape and ecological frame¬ 
work that retains valued natural features and links 
the site to the wider green network and footpaths.” 


Road widening sparks 
concerns and praise 


SHOPKEEPERS and residents near 
a busy high street have spoken of 
their concern they could be forced 
to make way for a £6.3 million road 
widening scheme. 

Plans have been unveiled to carry out 
improvements along a section of Pensnett 
High Street, including the widening of 
the junction with High Oak and the dem¬ 
olition of a row of shops and homes. 

An extra lane would be added to the High 
Street to alleviate traffic congestion. 

However, the people with homes and busi¬ 
nesses hit by the move claimed they have been 
left ‘in limbo’ by a lack of information. 

They want to know from the council what 
will happen to their properties and whether 
they will receive compensation. 

Nick Austin, who runs Austin’s Barber Shop 
in High Oak, said a move out of his locality 
would risk losing up to half of his customers 
who were local ‘walk-in’ trade. 

His business has been trading for six years 
and he has hundreds of customers. 

He said: “I am not overly happy about it but 
there is not a lot I can do about it. I will just 
have to find another job.” 

A tenant in Pensnett High Street, who did 
not wish to be named, said: “I don’t really want 
to have to move,but if they do go ahead with 
the scheme then I have not really got much 
option.” 

But Denise Huxley, whose home is also set 
for demolition, described the plans as “abso¬ 
lutely wonderful” saying she wanted to move 
away from the home she had owned and lived 
in for 37 years because of the increasing levels 
of traffic and noise in the High Street. 

She said the problems had mounted since the 
Merry Hill shopping centre opened in 1985 and 
claimed that residents had first proposed the 
road being widened 20 years ago. 

Traffic lights would be introduced on junc¬ 
tions at both High Oak and Tansey Green 
Road. The widening of the junction with High 
Oak would see the adjoining Bradley Street 
closed to through traffic. 

The council would use a compulsory pur¬ 
chase order to buy land either side of the road 
to allow for it to be widened. 

The work will take a year and could start in 
January 2017. 

It comes on the back of a consultation last 
year which saw people back the dual carriage- 
way scheme.

An entrepreneur has fashioned 
a recycling initiative which is 
now becoming big business. 

MARION BRENNAN reports 


“PEOPLE try little tricks, like wet¬ 
ting the clothes so that they weigh 
more, but mostly customers are 
fine. We get all sorts of labels, from 
Primark to Armani. We’re only con¬ 
cerned that they’re rewearable.” 

So says Christian Farnell, chief exec¬ 
utive of Cash4Clothes which now has 
30 outlets across the UK, mainly in the 
Midlands, in the ever-growing textile re¬ 
cycling industry. 

Charity shops, eBay, textile banks - today 
there are more ways than ever to get rid of 
your unwanted clothes, and the newest trend, 
which sees people getting paid for their cast¬ 
offs, is now big business. 

In 12 months Cash4Clothes has paid out 
more than £3 million to the public for their 
unwanted garments. In Cannock alone in the 
last four years that figure is £5.5m. 

“It’s a very big business and it employs a 
lot of people in different countries,” says the 
31-year-old, of Willenhall, a former Great Wyr- 
ley High School and Cannock College student. 

Truckloads 

The company pays 50p a kilogram for tex¬ 
tiles, which generally works out at a fiver a 
bin bag, which it then sells on to customers 
in Eastern Europe. One trader in the Czech 
Republic has 12 shops, another has 11 stores 
in Poland and Slovenia. Around 16 truckloads, 
each with 18 tons of clothes aboard, leave their 
HQ in the Hollies Business Park, Cannock 
every month headed for the continent. 

At the end of the journey, the East Euro¬ 
pean merchants pick out the best clothes - 
the loads also include bags, shoes, belts and 
bedwear - to sell in their shops, then bale the 
remainder and sells it on to traders in Africa. 

So whatever option people choose, their old 


clothes, even those freely donated, will gener¬ 
ally end up in the hands of a specialist group 
or textile merchants. 

Cash4Clothes was started in 2010 by Dar¬ 
ren Coggins, born and raised in Stafford, who 
launched European Textile Recycling Limited 
23 years ago. 

The canny entrepreneur, now 49, started 
out in house clearance, working mainly with 
local councils. Always one step ahead, he 
moved into textile banks, operating 500 sites 
at the height of the business before selling to 
JMP Wilcox, one of the UK’s largest textile 
reclaimers. 

Christian Farnell, whose CV includes In- 
Shops in Cannock and working as operations 
manager for Tesco, looking after 300 stores 
in Poland and Hungary, describes his boss as 


‘very forward-thinking’. He said: “He flipped 
the textile banks idea on its head. Instead of 
paying the council for the use of their tip sites, 
he pays the public. If they want, they can track 
what happens to their clothes, where they go, 
who benefits. He was the first to do it - others 
have followed but he’s the biggest.” 

Research shows that in Kenya alone more 
than five million jobs and ancillary posts have 
been created in the second-hand clothing in¬ 
dustry, from people unloading the containers, 
tailors altering the clothes, stallholders selling 
at market and landlords leasing premises. 

The firm’s Midland interests include shops 
Dudley, Kidderminster, Rugeley, Lichfield, 
Stafford, Stone, Walsall, Wolverhampton, Wil¬ 
lenhall, and Aldridge. 

All sorts of clothes are accepted, as long as 


they are clean and undamaged. “I think things 
are changing,” says Christian. “People are re¬ 
cycling more and more. Everyone’s got clothes 
that are too big or too small that they want 
toget rid of and if they know they can get paid 
for it, they’re even more inclined to do it. 

“They can still choose to give the money 
we pay them to charity. I think the public are 
split. Either they want to the feel-good factor 
of giving to charity shops or they’re not that 
way inclined. 

“We set up in places where people are less 
well-off and might need the money. 

“Sometimes people come in because they ha¬ 
ven’t got enough cash to top up the electricity 
meter. We still do a lot of work with charity 
shops, they buy stock from us, we have a lot of 
trading arms. We just provide another option.”

MyTime Over Fifties 

THE April meeting heard 
a talk from Nigel Metcalfe 
entitled “The Man who 
Mapped the Arctic” - Sir 
George Back. 

Mr Metcalfe’s interest 
in Sir George arose while 
tracing his family tree. He 
discovered Sir George was 
fourth great grand uncle on 
his father’s side. 

Sir George was a naval 
officer who helped in the 
mapping of the Canadian 
Arctic with John Franklin. 
In 1808, during the Napole¬ 
onic wars, he enlisted, aged 
12, as a volunteer into the 
navy on board HMS Are- 
thura. He was captured by 
the French in April 1809 
and remained as a prisoner 
of war in Verdun until 1814. 

During this time he was 
taught French, navigation 
skills, maths and devel¬ 
oped his artistic skills, all of 
which helped prepare him 
for his life ahead. 

Following the end of 
the Napoleonic wars, the 
hunt was on for the North 
West Passage around Can¬ 
ada. Sir George took part 
in five expeditions to find, 
explore and map the Cana¬ 
dian northern coast. During 
his last expedition his ship 
was trapped in pack ice for 
nearly 10 months. Because 
of the hardships endured 
his health deteriorated. In 
1839 he was knighted and 
became involved with the 
Royal Geographical society 
to maintain a lifelong inter¬ 
est in Arctic exploration. 

The next meeting is on 
May 27 at 2pm in the Am- 
blecote Room at Stourbridge 
Town Hall and will feature 
an “Afternoon of Chocolate” 
with Ms Jackie Smith.

THE makers of the wheelchairs for Great 
Britain’s paralympic basketball team has 
been bought by a Black Country firm in a 
multi-million pound deal. 

Founded more than a quarter of a century ago 
by former paralympian Greg Eden and wheelchair 
basketball player Russel Simms, Burntwood-based

ers of bespoke wheel¬ 
chairs. 

Mr Simms and Mr Eden, 
who were both left disa¬ 
bled by car crashes, met as 
wheelchair basketball in¬ 
ternationals. They drew on 
their experience to design 
lightweight made-to-meas- 
ure wheelchairs for sport 
use.

THE life of a Black Country war 
hero, who received the Burma 
Star medal for his service in the 
Second World War, was remem¬ 
bered at his funeral. 

Walter Carr, who died aged 96, was given 
a big send-off at Gornal Wood crematorium, 
with representatives of the Royal British 
Legion and the Burma Star Association at¬ 
tending. 

Mr Carr, who was raised in Church Lane, 
Tipton, was in the Royal Marines from 1939 
to 1945 when he served in Burma and the 
Middle East. 


His son Stephen, 65, who lives in Coleford 
Close, Wordsley, described his father as a 
family man with a passion for politics, who 
was also a huge fan of singer Shirley Bassey. 

The Burma Star medal was received for 
his service in the brutal Burma campaign 
against the forces of Imperial Japan.

After leaving the military, Mr Carr worked 
at the Austin car plant in Longbridge and 
later worked at Brymill Foundry, where he 
was active in the steelworkers’ union. 

He is also survived by two daughters who 
live in Canada.

Success for 
campaign 
to cut road 
congestion 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting for improvements 
to a traffic-clogged junction in Woodsetton 
have won a major victory with action planned 
to solve the jams this summer. 

The sequence of traffic lights at the junction of 
Parkes Hall Road and Sedgley Road will be changed 
in a bid to reduce the tailbacks. 


Residents have com¬ 
plained about long queues 
during rush hours with 
traffic sometimes stretching 
back nearly a mile. 

When more than one ve¬ 
hicle is waiting to turn right 
out of Parkes Hall Road, 
the carriageway becomes 
blocked as cars travelling 
straight ahead cannot pass 
those that are waiting to 
turn. 

In a bid to cut the queu¬ 
ing, the lights will change 
from having a four-way 
cycle to a three-way cycle 
but there will also be a sep¬ 
arate right-way only light 
for motorists coming from 
Parkes Hall Road.

It’s the same on the empty roads, 
where all the signs are in a foreign 
language, with very few of the custom¬ 
ary English translations you so often 
expect to see in this part of the world. 

There are no sprawling resorts and strips 
of neon nightclubs, just picture-perfect 
towns occupied by a few tavernas, shops 
and hotels. It’s a far cry from the stereotyp¬ 
ical image of a Greek getaway. Lefkas might 
be the fourth largest Ionian Island, but it’s 
the unspoilt stuff of your dreams. 

Our accommodation is the perfect exam¬ 
ple of the trademark seclusion of Lefkas. 
From our private poolside terrace, we can 
sit with a glass of the local wine, enjoying

views of the capital, Lefkas Town, and 
across the water to the mainland. 

With the nearest neighbour a few hun¬ 
dred metres away, and the pool hidden from 
view, it’s the perfect place to relax. But it’s 
not just the peace and quiet that makes 
Lefkas different from other islands. 

Freedom 

Just 21 miles long and nine miles wide, 
Lefkas - which some people also refer to 
as Lefkada - was a peninsula of Arcanania 
until it was split by a 28m canal excavated 
by the Corinthians in 640BC. Now you come 
and go across a swing-bridge that joins the 
mainland to the island, enjoying the feeling 
and culture of being on a Greek island with 
the freedom to easily explore further afield. 
Not that there isn’t plenty to do on Lefkas. 


Divided by the towering Mount Stavra- 
tos, each corner of the island has its own 
character - from the sheltered east coast 
with family-friendly beaches, to the crash¬ 
ing waves and steep cliffs of the dramatic 
west coast, with luscious rolling country¬ 
side dotted with deserted windmills and 
watermills in between. 

It’s here, inland, where you can really 
soak up the unbelievably slow pace. 

Kavalos, the sleepy hamlet where our 
windmill lies, is the perfect example. From 
morning to evening, nothing seems to 
change, except the addition of a few Greek 
men outside what appears to be a bar. 

The island’s capital is far from a bustling 
metropolis. We accidentally arrive dur¬ 
ing siesta and wander around the narrow 
streets, thinking we’re in one of those films 
where the whole world has suddenly disap¬ 
peared. The low-key nature of the island 


brings its own low-key tourist attractions. 

Near to the windmill, we hunt for the 
Melissa Gorge, a small gorge opened up 
by the local authority and given a paved 
route running past ruined watermills and 
windmills. After three days of searching we 
finally find it, directed on a tiny road sign. 

On the other side of the island, just out¬ 
side the tourist resort of Nidri, a pictur¬ 
esque harbour filled with boats clamouring 
to take people on tours of the nearby tiny 
islands, are the Rachi waterfalls. Not on 
Niagara levels, more a slow trickle. 

Boating is the start of quite a lot of wa¬ 
ter-orientated action on Lefkas. The south¬ 
ern resort of Vassiliki is internationally 
recognised as one of the leading windsurf¬ 
ing resorts in EuropeAnd then there’s the 
beaches. A tour of the famous west coast 
takes in some of the most impressive sights 
such as Kathisma Beachand Porto Katsiki.

The stars are out to shine 
on a night of celebration 


L ife is rarely quiet in Walford, 
Weatherfield, Emmerdale, 
Hollyoaks, or the Doctors’ town of 
Letherbridge, but 2015 has been even 
more dramatic than usual. 

So after 12 months of crying their 
mascara all down their faces, 
emerging dazed from realistic-looking 
wreckage and praying they don’t forget 
their lines ahead of a big live episode, 
it’s time for the soap stars to put on 
their glad rags and celebrate at The 
British Soap Awards 2015. 

As Phillip Schofield, who is hosting 
the awards from the Palace Theatre in 
Manchester, says: “What a year it’s 
been in soap land - we’ve had some 
brilliant storylines and acting that’s 
absolutely kept the nation gripped. 

“It’s my 10th anniversary as host of 
The British Soap Awards this year so 
I’m really looking forward to an 
incredible night that’s sure to be one 
to remember.” 

Last year’s awards were largely 
dominated by Coronation Street and 
the heartbreaking demise of Hayley 
Cropper. Julie Hesmondhalgh and her 
on-screen husband David Neilson won 


Best Actress and Actor respectively 
(with an additional Dramatic 
Performance award for Neilson), as 
well as Best Storyline, Episode and 
On-Screen Partnership, although the 
coveted Best British Soap award was 
snatched by Hollyoaks. 

This year though, many seasoned- 
soapwatchers will probably be 
expecting Coronation Street to take a 
backseat to its arch-rival EastEnders. 

In February, the BBC’s flagship soap 
celebrated its 30th anniversary with a 
‘live week; culminating in the revelation 
that Lucy Beale had been murdered 
by her little brother. In fact, there was 
so much going on, some fans barely 
had the chance to register the news 
that Kathy Beale, believed to have died 
off-screen in 2006, was still alive. 

Luckily, the awards judges were 
taking note as her comeback has 
been nominated for Scene of the Year. 
There’s also a nod for the live episode, 
while Eliot Carrington, who plays pint- 
sized killer Bobby Beale, is up for Best 
Young Performance, and John 
Altman’s ‘Nasty’ Nick Cotton, who 
finally breathed his last that week, is 
up for Best Villain. 


However, like the soaps themselves, 
these awards are usually full of twists 
and surprises, and there could be 
some major upsets. 

It’s also been a spectacular year for 
Hollyoaks, which brought us a 
dramatic train crash. Emmerdale gave 
us the deaths of Katie Sugden and 
Donna Dingle, while Doctors saw the 
reunion of Rob and Karen. 

Whatever happens, it’s going to be 
an emotional evening, especially as 
many viewers will be expecting 
tributes to soap legend Ann Kirkbride, 
aka Deidre Barlow, who died in 
January. 

But it might also be a time to look 
ahead to what’s in store for the future, 
and speculate about forthcoming 
storylines. 

And given that we recently found out 
that Kat Moon once gave birth to 
twins without realising and kindly 
former vicar’s wife Laurel Dingle is 
now a raging alcoholic, it seems safe 
to say that no matter how many gongs 
they pick up, the nation’s serials won’t 
be taking it easy during the rest of 
2015.

Slicker new 
Vitara will 
challenge 

By James Parker 

It’s good to see the Vitara badge being reha¬ 
bilitated after the indignities it suffered at the 
hands of fashion in the early nineties. You’ll 
probably shudder as you recall those wide- 
wheelarched horrors, usually so merciless¬ 
ly colour-keyed in white that it looked as if 
they’d emerged from a peroxide bath. 

The windsurfing or rollerblading rhino on the spare wheel 
cover and the booming stereo from within were all rather ‘of 
their time’. The easy thing to have done after suffering these 
ministrations would have been to quietly drop the Vitara 
name and think up a new badge for their next generation 
of compact crossovers but Suzuki stuck with it, probably to 
their cost, in this country at least. As the market grew more 
sophisticated, Suzuki was left behind. 

The thing is, the Grand Vitaras it subsequently built were 
actually pretty good. Sure, they were short of a bit of polish, 
but they were tough, reliable and practical. Then came the 
Nissan Qashqai. It hogged that particular section of the mar¬ 
ket and the Grand Vitara was doomed. Suzuki’s back in the 
crossover segment with a smaller and slicker offering. The 
Vitara is back. 

The mechanicals aren’t anything too surprising, shared 
as they are with the existing SX-4 S-Cross. That means buy¬ 
ers get to choose between either a 1.6-litre petrol engine or 
a much preferable Fiat-sourced 118bhp 1.6 diesel, both be¬ 
ing offered in front or four-wheel drive guises. The petrol en¬ 
gine is fitted with a five-speed manual gearbox as standard 
with an optional CVT transmission also offered. Go diesel 
and you get a six-speed manual ‘box. The short overhangs 
will help with off-roading but the 185mm ground clearance 
isn’t generous. 

The ALLGRIP four-wheel-drive transmission features 
an electronically controlled clutch pack, controlled by a 
four-position switch on the centre console. Choose ‘Auto’ 
and it’ll drive the front wheels unless slip is detected, where¬ 
upon the rear wheels are pressed into action. ‘Sport’ diverts 
up to 20 per cent of torque to the rear wheels to give livelier 
handling. ‘Snow’ offers permanent four-wheel drive with the 
system choosing how much torque to split front and rear, 
while ‘Lock’ splits torque equally between front and rear. 

Assured 

With tight proportions and a front end that has more than 
a hint of current Land Rover design, the Vitara is an assured 
piece of design. There’s also a blacked-out floating glass¬ 
house, heavily sculpted flanks and a very neat taillamp fin¬ 
ish. 

Suzuki cabins have long been the marque’s weak link 
but this Vitara shows the company pulling its socks up a 
bit. Okay, so the idea of body-coloured metal across the 
dash isn’t a new one (many of you will recall the Fiat Coupe 
mining that trend way back in ‘93) but Suzuki also offers 
chrome around the gearlever and door trims, plus an ana¬ 
logue clock. It’s by no means a large vehicle, breaking the 
tape at just over four metres long, but still features a features 
a 375-litre boot. 

Prices start at around £14,000 for the entry-level 1.6-litre 
petrol, but you’ll need a £20,000 budget for the petrol ALL¬ 
GRIP 4WD version. 1.6 DDiS diesel model pricing starts at 
around £17,000. All variants get seven airbags, 16-inch alloy 
wheels, a DAB Radio with USB and Bluetooth connectivi¬ 
ty, cruise control with a speed limiter, auto air conditioning, 
front and rear electric windows and projector headlamps. 

The Vitara’s C02 emissions are low thanks to the use of 
high tensile steel and other weight saving measures in the 
body plus an Engine Auto Stop Start system which shuts 
down the engine when stationary. 

The C02 emissions for the petrol engine with two wheel 
drive/manual transmission are 123g/km and 127g/km for 
the petrol engine with two-wheel drive / six-speed automatic 
transmission. 

Four-wheel drive is typically seen as detrimental to fuel 
economy and emissions performance. By contrast, Suzuki’s 
ALLGRIP system enables C02 emissions that are remarka¬ 
bly low for a four-wheel drive SUV, with figures of 130g/km 
with five-speed manual transmission and 131g/km with six- 
speed automatic transmission.

Britain is switching on to the 
electric revolution, with four 
of the top 10 cars in a recent 
high-profile ownership satis¬ 
faction survey being electric 
or hybrid. 

The Auto Express Driver Pow¬ 
er survey, which saw 61,000 re¬ 
sponses from car owners, was 
topped by the third-generation 
Lexus IS 300h (pictured above) 
with an outstanding satisfaction 
score of 93.96 per cent. 


Lexus also scored sixth overall with 
its NX 300h - an impressive result for 
such a new car. 

Overall 

Renault’s Zoe all-electric car pipped 
the NX to fifth place, though, and clas¬ 
sified as the best electric car ahead of 
the Nissan Leaf, which placed eighth 
overall. 

It’s the first time that all-electric cars 
have finished in the Driver Power top 
10, and the first time that a hybrid has 
won the overall honours. 

Second place was taken by the 


first-generation Skoda Yeti, with the 
brilliant and recently-introduced Hyun¬ 
dai ilO completing the podium. 

The Seat Leon was fourth and won 
its class, while there were strong re¬ 
sults for the Jaguar XJ, Mini three-door 
hatchback and, against all expecta¬ 
tions, the MG3, which waslOth. 

Steve Fowler, editor-in-chief of Auto 
Express, said: “Car buyers are attract¬ 
ed by the low running costs of hybrid 
and electric cars, but Driver Power 
2015 shows that the whole ownership 
experience for these cars is pretty en¬ 
joyable, too.”

Earlier, national champion Joseph Lamptey 
took a licking from Eggington but kept on kicking 
at the Barclaycard Arena in Birmingham, before 
referee Michael Alexander took action for him. 

There wasn’t much in the way of defences 
from the off in a give-one-to-take one slugfest, 
but Eggington’s blows soon started to take effect. 
Typically, Eggington had tasted a combination of 
hooks in the third round when he answered back 
with a hammer of a right, forcing Lamptey onto 
the back foot. 

Aggressor 

It settled Eggington into the role of the aggres¬ 
sor from the fourth as he took the centre of the 
ring and picked his shots, his right hooks often 
landing flush. 

He tested his jaw with the same loaded shot in 
the fifth and continued to tee off, with Lamptey 
hurt and looking to take a breather. 

He managed to stay out in the trouble during 
the sixth until near to the bell to signal the end of 
the session, when he was reminded of the danger 
with combination punches. 

But there was no escape with 55 seconds left 
of the seventh as Eggington trapped him in the 
ropes and let rip, as Lamptey tried to cover up 
in vain. 

A right hook bang on the button as they traded 
forced Alexander to step in, with Lamptey in real 
danger despite his protests. 

The belt went to Eggington as he claimed the 
Commonwealth strap defended his WBC Interna¬ 


tional Silver crown for the first time. The 21-year- 
old’s legend is growing 17 fights into his journey 
as a professional and he’s looking at getting his 
hands on the British title next. 

There was healthy West Midlands representa¬ 
tion on the under-card, on a night to remember 
for prospects Lennox Clarke and Daniel Breeze. 

Clarke saw his six-rounder against the experi¬ 
enced Alistair Warren drop to four, but performed 
well before the show went on air. The 23-year-old 
super middleweightwas competing on camera 
three years after taking up the sport. 

Clarke bombed out of his corner and bossed 
proceedings targeting the body and head, War¬ 


ren marked around the ribcage from his attacks. 
There was little of note to come from the third, 
as Warren looked to hold. He got caught with a 
club of a right hook during the last session, but 
survived. 

Referee Kevin Parker had it to Clarke 39-38 on 
points, handing him his eighth straight pro win. 
It was hard to see where Warren’s round came 
from. 

Welterweight Breeze, from Bloxwich, was an¬ 
other propelled to the top table with promoters 
Matchroom, at just 19 in his fourth paid contest. 

Stourbridge’s Kevin McCauley was drafted to 
replace Dee Mitchell at late notice.
